Lomlon, Jan. 81.— The curtain may 
rise on the second act of the Balkan 
war next 
Monday. 
The 
allies d<- 
nounced the arm istice and, if events 
take the prescrib«*® course, the bom­ 
bardment of 
Adrianople 
will follow 
after an interval of three days. 
In­ 
deed, 
the 
bombardment 
has 
been 
scheduled for 7 o’clock Monday eve­ 
ning. 
Yet even at this eleventh hour war 
Is in no wise assured. 
Only a few 
hours 
before 
the 
allies 
proclaimed 
their momentous decision the Ottoman 
government presented its reply to the 
joint note of the powers of Jan . 17. 
Never has a diplomatic problem tak­ 
en such swift and surprising changes 
as these negotiations for peace. 
The 
Young Turks, who seized the govern­ 
ment with shouts of defiance, have un­ 
dergone a marvelous transformation. 
Instead of drawing the battle line at 
the question of surrounding Adriano­ 
ple they offer a compromise which 
comes so near meeting the Bulgarian 
demands that a settlement should not 
be 
impossible 
and 
they 
leave 
the 
Aegean Islands to the disposition of 
the powers. 
The difference between what Con­ 
stantinople is ready to give and what 
Bulgaria is willing to accept has been 
reduced to such small proportions that 
even some ot the Balkan delegates be­ 
lieve a compromise may yet he found. 


Vital Differences Slight. 


Constantinople now asks simply the 
retention of that section of Adrianople 
where the holy shrines are situated. 
Bulgaria always meant to leave the 
mosques ami shnnes to T u r k e y and 
even to confer the right of extra terri­ 
toriality, thus giving them something 
of the status of the Vatican in Bo rn e. 
The vital differences between the two 
nations amount merely to Turkey’s 
demanding the shrines and the sec­ 
tions surrounding them. 
The Thraeenn frontier line, there­ 
fore, with the exception of the town of 
Adrianople, has practically been agreed 
to, as Turkey is ready to leave to the 
powers the disposition of the land on 
the right bank of the Maritza river, 
wbleh condition, as is known, the al­ 
lies are satisfied to accept. 
The ques­ 
tion of the Aegean islands also has 
practically been solved, as the porte Is 
disposed to leave their settlement to 
the powers. 
Dr. Daneff, her.d of the Bulgarian 
delegation, said with reference to Tur­ 
key's reply: 
‘‘It is not of a character to form the 
basis for fresh negotiations.” 
This, bowpvpr. 
simply a public 
statement, possibly for the purpose of 
exercising further pressure on Con­ 
stantinople. 
A m ajority of the allies 
apparently trust that a compromise 
will he reached..

New York, Jan . 31.— Boor wages in 
the shops are responsible for many 
young women of New York starting on 
a downward career, according to Mrs.

The figures compiled by the league 
show that 60 per cent of the sales 
women more than sixteen year» old 
in New York stores receive less than 
*6.50 a week and 33 per cent receive 
between *6 and $6.50. 
"W e believe that $9 a week Is the 
lowest living wage for self-supporting 
girls to live on In our city," declared 
the speaker. 
"M any of the girls who 
earn loss than *9 have no other source 
of Income and in order to make up 
the discrepancy they lone their health 
or self respect, or both, and the com­ 
munity pays eventually through taxes 
raised to support hospitals, homes and 
reformatories.”

31.— The German im­ 
perial parliament passed for the first 
time in history a vote of want of con­ 
fidence In the government.

day’s consideration of

tional amendment lim iting a president 
to a single term of six years. 
In a seseion filled with lively debate 
Senator 
Bristow ’s 
proposal 
that

president could be recalled at any reg­ 
ular election w as voted dow n, 85 to 10, 
and Senator Hoke Sm ith’s amendment 
to make the single term four years in­ 
stead of six was defeated, 42 to 25. 
Senators Dixon and Boindexter, Bro- 
gressives; 
Bristow, 
B rogr ess ive-Re­ 
publican, and Ixnlge, Republican, led 
the tight against a restriction of the 
presidential term. 
Senator W illiam s. 
Democrat, proposed a four-year term 
with the privilege of re-election once, 
but bis amendment was so drawn as 
to

seeking another election. 
The defeat of the Bristow amend­ 
ment for recall of the president fol­ 
lowed a short debate in which Senator

Only Ten Votes for Recall.

ment mustered ten votes only in its 
favor, the following senators voting 
for it: 
Bristow, Clapp, Dixon, Gron- 
na and Boindexter. Progressives and 
Republican: Ash hurst, Martin, Owen, 
Perky Hnd Thomas, Democrats. 
The candidacies of Roosevelt. W il­ 
son, Bryan and Taft figured in the 
fight. 
Senator Borah said President 
Taft had not used the power of his 
office for his own re-election in 1912 
to any greater extent than President 
Roosevelt had used it in 1908 for the 
election of Mr. Taft. 
“ President

Taft nominated because he believed 
Taft would carry out the principles to

“ A president who would not use every 
effort to perpetuate Ins policy would 
not be worth his salt."
